location and descriptive text in the medium.

d) storing and accessing_desc'tiptive text of a plurality of objects of interest related to 
the digital image at a geographical location ma remote processing system or workstation; 

e) selecting and associating the desGijiptive text with the digital image at the

f) recording the image and descriptive te^ in the medium. 

14. (Original Claim) The method of Claim 13 wherein t\e means for forming an electronic 
image further comprises the step of:

k) collecting and storing environmental conditions related to the image for recording 
in the medium.

1) connecting and providing to a network using network protocols, the image, 
geogritphical location, and environmental conditions of the object of interest stored in the image- 
collectinfe device for processing and recording in a medium by the network.

m) storing thumbnail images related to objects of interest in the remote data 

processing system according to geographical location coordinates.

n) transmitting geographical location coordinates of an object of interest to the 
remote data processing system, 

0) receiving a thumbnail Image related to the geographical location coordinates from 
the remote data processing system; and re;cording the related thumbnail image in the medium.

A program medium, executable in a computer systenf^for recording an image including a 
related descriptive text and/or environmental conditions in a meomm, comprising 

a) program instruction in the medium forming an electro^jic image of an object of 
interest in digital form 
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b) program instruction in the medium determining a geographical location of the 
im^e in digital form; 

program instruction in the medium capturing and storing the digital image and the 
geographical location thereof in an image-collecting device; 

d) \ program instruction in the medium for storing and accessing descriptive text of a 
plurality of objects of interest related to the image at a geographical location in a remote data 
processing system V workstation; 

e) program instruction in the medium enabling selection and association of 
the descriptive text with the image at the geographical location; and 

0 program instruction in the medium recording the image and descriptive text in the 
medium. 

25. (Original Claim) The program r^edium of Claim 24 further comprising 

g) program instructions for converting satelHte signals into geographical coordinates 
in digital form indicative of the image geographical location for storage in an image-collecting 
device. 



26. (Original Claim) The program medium of Claim\24 further comprising: 

h) program instruction in the medium accessing the remote processing system or 
workstation and correlating and recording the digital image wi^h the geographical location, 
descriptive text of the object of interest in a medium. 
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^7. (Original Claim) The program medium of Claim 24 further comprising: 

i) program instruction in the medium collecting and storing environmental 
conditions related to the image for recording in the medium 

28. (Previously Amended) The program medium of Claim 24 further comprising 

j) program instruction in the medium for accessing thumbnail images of objects of 
interest in the remoteSdata processing system according to geographical location coordinates. 

29. (Previously Amended) The program medium of Claim 24 further comprising: 

k) program instruction in the medium obtaining and inserting a thumbnail of an 
object of interest according to geolgraphical location coordinates and storing in a medium. 



30. (Previously Amended) A system r^r incorporating images in an electronic message, 
comprising: 

a) a terminal for generating electroi^c messages; 

b) means for obtaining geographical ccwdinates of a location; 

c) means for accessing images stored in a network according to the geographical 
location coordinates; 

d) means for providing the geographical location Coordinates to the network and 
obtaining images from the network according to the geographical location coordinates; and 

e) means for incorporating in an electronic message transn^tted over the network at 
least one of the images obtained from the network. 
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3X. (Previously Amended) The system of Claim 30 wherein the geographical location 
coordinates provided to the network are the geographical location coordinates of the terminal 
creatingvtMe message. 

32. (Previously Amended) The system of Claim 30 wherein the geographical location 
coordinates are established at the completion of the creation of the electronic message. 

33. (Previously Amended) The system of Claim 30 wherein the geographical location 
coordinates are established at the start of the creation of the electronic message. 

34. (Original Claim) The syiitem of Claim 30 wherein the terminal is a laptop or personal 
digital assistant or other computerVevice. 



35. (Original Claim) The system of^laim 30 wherein the terminal is linked to the network 
by a wired or wireless connection. 
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3\. (Previously Amended) A method, comprising the steps of: 
a) generating electronic messages at a location; 
v) obtaining geographical coordinates of a location; 

c) \ accessing images stored in a network according to the geographical location 
coordinates; 

d) pV)viding obtained geographical location coordinates to the network and 
obtaining images frl^m the network according to the provided geographical location coordinates; 
and 

e) incorporating in an electronic message at least one of the images obtained from 
the network. 



37. (Previously Amended) The m\thod of Claim 36 wherein the obtained images are 
provided as part of advertising. 

38. (Previously Amended) The method opClaim 36 further comprising the step of: 

d) offering the images to users in a prioritized manner based on the amount of 
payment associated with each image. 



39. (Original Claim) The method of Claim 36 further a;pmpri sing the step of: 

e) providing the sender of an electronic message^an incentive to include an 
advertising image in the message. 
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
